2.  THAT  on  the  first  day  of  februaiy  1  °42  I  was  taken 
prisoner  of  war  by  the  Ja  vine  so  at  Ambon. 

3.  THAT  at  all  times  during  'flitch  tha  occurrences  to  which 
thi3  affidavit  refers  took  place,  I  remained  a  orisohar  of 
war  in  tho  custody  of  tha  Japanese . 

'  4.  THAT  on  or  about  tho  fourth  day  of  November  1942  I 
arrived  under  Japanese  guard  at  the  island  of  Hai-ian  with 
,a  party  of  Australian  and  I’Hjtch  prisoners  totalling  about 
jee  in’ number. j 

s,  THAT  at  the  time  of  the  occurrences  to  which  this 
affidavit  refers,  the  senior  Australian  officer  in  charge 
of  the  compound  on  tho  said  island  in  which  I  was  imprison¬ 
ed  sr»s  Liau.tenant-Colonel  Gcott,  of  the  2/21  Australian 
Infantry  Puttalion  and  the  Japanese  officer  in  charge 
of  the  compound  w-13  ona  t»i6vt3nant  Tutki ^  a  warinQ  off  lc^r* 

6.  THAT  the  said  Lieutenant  Tutki  was  about  5  feet  3 
inchasin  height,  are'  of  stocky  build,  and  during  the  year 
1043  -as  about  3r  years  of  age  as  far  as  I  could  .luoge.  -ie 
was  a  very  good-looking  roan,  are  hat  no  fingers  roiss_ng  an 
no  visible  scars. 

r  7.  THAT  outside  tha  compound  in  which  I  was  confined,  but 
1  in  thesame  area,  there  were  billotad  under  Japanese  guard 
a  number  of  Chinese  coolie  labour  gangs. 

8.  THAT  the  events  to  which  Z  am  about  to  refer  took 
Place  on  the  said  island  of  Hai-Nan  some  time  during  the 
yo*r  1^43.  I  took  little  count  of  time,  but  I  would 
estimate  That  they  probably  took  place  during  the  month 
of  7 'ay  In  that  year.  Tn  any  case  I  can  ~ay  for  certain 
that  they  took  place  before  the  autumn  rains. 

j  o.  THAT  at  that  time  the  compound  in  which  I  was  confined 
*  "fa s  guarded  by  about  12  guards. 

10.  THAT  late  one  afternoon  these  guards  were  reinforced 
by  a  number  of  extra  guards. 

11.  THAT  subsequently  during  the  same  afternoon  and  be¬ 
fore  sunset  T  saw  approximately  ten  motor-truc.cs  come  into 
tho  compound.  These  trucks  contained  a  total  number  of 
about  120  Chinese  coolies,  who  were  guarded  by  Japanese 
civilians.  V'hen  the  trucks  arrived  in  the  compound  the 
civilian  guards  left  and  were  replaced  by  a  military 
cuard  consisting  of  the  reinforcement  guards  referred  to 
in  Paragraph  10'hereof  together  with  6  or  7  of  the  i regular 
"uards  of  the  compound.  The  trucks  remained  in  the  com¬ 
pound  until  after  sunset. 

12.  THAT  while  the  trucks  ware  in  tha  compound  as  afore¬ 
said  T”sav  a  party  of  approximately  2C  Chinese  laborers 
taken  oast  the  compound.  They  were  carrying  shovels.  I 
saw  them  go  up  to  tha  top  of  a  bare  sandhill  between  half 
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a  "ills  and  throa-quarters  of  a  413  away.  There  they  re¬ 
mained  and  appeared  to  bo  working.  They  were  too  far  away 
for  me  to  see  actually  what  thoy  v; ore  doing. 

11.  THAT  on  that  day  at  abort  7*.  1C  p.m.  or  7^5  P-m.  (as 
noarlv  as  I  can  estimate)  I  saw  the  trucks  leave  the  con- 
>ovnd.  It  was  lust  dark  enough  for  then  to  have  their 
headlights  lit.  Thoy  still  carriod  all  the  Chinese  they 
had  brought  to  the  compound,  and  thore  also  travelled  on 
them  the  sane  guards  who  had  taken  ovsr  from  the  c'-v titan 
guards  when  the  trucks  arrived  in  the  conooum  .  ..  saw  tea

guards  and  Lieutenant  Tvtki.  The  additional  ^ards  who 
had  come  in  the  afternoon  did  not  then  stay  at  the  com¬ 
pound  but  the  --uaids  who  had  been  stationed  in  the  com¬ 
pound  re turned  to  their  quarters  whe- e  they  immediately 
be "an  drinking.
